Engineers Report Fire Department. 


In submitting the annual report of this department it affords 
us not a little pleasure to state that the past year has been a 
very fortunate one regarding fires. Although several alarms 
have been rung in very little damage has been done, and which 
we believe in a great measure is due to the prompt manner in 
which the boys have responded to calls. They are certainly de- 
serving of much credit. 

The following is a list of fires for the year ending Feb. 15th, 
1898. 

Mar. 8th. Chimney fire at John H. Lynch’s. Hand extin- 
guishers were used and proved to be of great service. 

April 4th. Fire at house owned by Jerry Driscoll. Caught 
on roof. Cause sparks from chimney. Loss $10.00. Insured. 

April 26th. Fire atold tannery barn owned by H. J. Rus- 
sell caused by a spark from a brush fire on the premises. No 
loss. 

Oct. 5th. Fire in picker room of Wilton Woolen Co., caused 
by hot box. Owing to the inflamable matter in the room the 
fire gained considerable headway in a short time, but by prompt 
action on the part of firemen and employees it was soon under 
control. At this fire the value of the Co’s pump and hydrants 
were fully demonstrated. Loss, $500.00. Insurance paid 
$352.96. 

Jan. 8, 1898. Chimney fire at Chas. Carr’s. No damage. 

A reservoir has been recently built as per vote of the town 
near the new school building, and should occasion require, in 
our opinion, will furnish an adequate supply of water for fire, 
purposes. The town a few years since purchased some new 
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ladders, but have had no suitable means of getting them to 
fires. Your board of engineers have had constructed at a mod- 
erate cost a hook and ladder truck which will supply the much 
needed want. All the fire apparatus is in our judgment in good 
working condition.

Report of the School Board, 


For THE YEAR ENDING Marcu 1, 1898. 


At the Annual School Meeting held March 18, ’97, Miss Mar- 
tha A. Putnam was re-elected asa member of the School Board 
for the full term of three years, and H. L. Emerson for the 
short term of one year. The Board was subsequently organ- 
ized by the choice of D. E. Proctor as chairman and treasurer, 
and Miss Putnam as secretary. 

Mr. L. H. Blood was employed according to an act of the 
legislature passed in 1895, requiring an enumeration in the 
month of April in each year of all children of each sex between 
the ages of five and sixteen years, with the employment of the 
child since Sept. lst of the previous year, together with his at- 
tendance at school for the same time. He reported 156 boys 
and 166 girls. Total 322 ; a gain over the previous year’s cen- 
sus of 27 boys and 16 girls, an aggregate gain of 45 school 
children. The teachers’ registers show 170 boys and 168 girls, 
or atotal of 338 scholars, the difference being accounted for by 
those pupils over 16 years of age. 

The school year beginning at the commencement of the fall 
term or Sept. 1, and the financial and administrative year 
March Ist, and with the removals from and into town, and from 
one school limit into another during the year, and also the fact 
that the High and the Grammer school are still in session, clos- 
ing Mar. 4th, makes it quite difficult, if not almost impossi- 
ble to get a thoroughly accurate report of the number of pu- 
pils attending school. We think however that the following ta- 
ble presents the condition very nearly.

We are pleased to learn from the above that more than 1000 
persons visited our schools during their sessions in the year now 
closing. We trust that during the coming year the teachers 
will be obliged to paste slips into their registers in addition to 
the space allowed for visitors with the names of fathers and 
mothers and all friends of education who visit with the single 
purpose animating them of helping and encouraging both pu- 
pils and teacher by kindly words and helpful suggestions, and 
that we may be enabled to report at the close of the year at 
least 2000 names. If parents are interested in the school the 
child will be—if the child lacks interest it is really more the pa- 
rents fault than the child’s. We cannot leave all to the teach- 
ers ; we must help by being interested ourselves so the child 
may be, hence better work, better schools, better scholars, 
better teachers, better citizens. 

It was voted at the last Annual Meeting that the School 
Board be instructed to sell the school house in the Steele dis- 
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trict so called by public auction, but before the Board moved in 
the matter the following petition was presented. “We, the un- 
dersigned, citizens of Wilton, and qualified to vote in district 
affairs, hereby protest against the proposed disposal of the 
school house in the Steele district so called. In the event of 
such sale bowever, we earnestly petition that the Abbot hill 
school house be re-located at some point convenient for all 
school patrons in that section of the town, or that a new school 
building be erected which shall accommodate all parties in in- 
terest,’ and signed by George F. Badger and 21 others. As the 
district was without funds to either move the present Abbot hill 
school building or build a new one as the petition contemplates, 
it was decided to let it 1emain as it is and await further instruc- 
tions and appropriations for that purpose before doing anything 
more, although we thought it best that the present occupied 
house on Abbot hill should be shingled, which was accordingly 
done,and should the town deem it best to let the present school 
facilities in that part of the town remain as now, we think it 
would be well to have the school house repainted and papered, 
and put into a more comfortable and inviting condition than it 
is at present. 

The houses at the Center, Davisville and the Intervale dur- 
ing the year have been put into as good a condition as paper 
and paint could do. At the Intervale on account of the close 
proximity of the shade trees which darkened the room making 
it very desirable to have more light, it was found necessary eith- 
er to have some of them cut or trimmed in such a way as would 
least mar their beauty and symmetry. The Board not wishing to 
assume too much responsibility, and feeling it to be a local mat- 
ter, called together the patrons of the school, many of whom 
were interested in the planting of these maples. They decided 
rather than cut any, except one which was partially decayed, to 
trim severely, which seemed to be an eminently satisfactory so- 
lution of the problem. And not only are the patrons of this 
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school interested in the shade trees and the good home-like ap- 
pearance outside, but they are intensely interested in what is 
doing and being done in the school] room, and it is manifested 
by their frequent visits during its working hours, as well as lib- 
eral in their attendance to the entertainments which they have 
- given enabling the school to pay $10. toward a manikin for their 
own use in the study of physiology. The Board feeling that they 
had done so well it would not be an injustice for the district to 
pay the balance $1.50 from the school funds. During the sum- 
mer term the scholars from the West school were conveyed to 
the Center, but suddenly the West increased from six to sixteen 
and a school accordingly was kept their during the fall and win- 
ter terms. This house is in need of some repairs which will 
probably be made during the coming summer vacation. 

We would invite the careful perusal of the following extract 
from the School Laws of New Hampshire, Chapter 93, Sec. 14. 

Every person having the custody and control of a child be- 
tween the ages of eight and sixteen years, residing in a school 
district in which a public school is annually taught, shall cause 
such child to attend the public school for twelve weeks at least 
in every year. Six weeks at least shall be consecutive, unless 
the child shall be excused by the school board of the district be- 
cause his physical or mental condition is such as to prevent his 
attendance at school for the period required, or because he was 
instructed in a private school for at least twelve weeks during 
the year in the common English branches or, having acquired 
these branches, in other more advanced studies. 

Sec. 15. Any person who does not comply with the require- 
ments of the preceding section shall forfeit ten dollars for the 
first offence and twenty dollars for each subsequent offence, for 
the use of the district. 

There has been quite an animated correspondence between 
James F. Brennan, Esq., attorney for Mr. James Ducy and the 
Board in regard to the amount which should be paid him for 
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conveying his children to the Davisville school. The Board 
paid Mr. Goss, who formerly lived at that place, one dollar per 
week for carrying his four children and two others. Mr. Ducy 
demanding $2. per week, it was however finally agreed that he 
should carry his two and Mr. Burton’s daughter for $1.50 per 
week, but Mr. Burton later made an arrangement to convey his 
daughter at a cost of .50 cents per week, and consequently Mr. 
Ducy’s children have not attended school as the law requires. 

The Board have perhaps failed in doing their whole duty in 
this case, but perhaps under the circumstances it was just as 
well to let it rest until further light could be gained upon this 
transportation question rather than take the responsibility to 
pay over 10 cents per day for each pupil for conveyance, as we 
find many towns are getting this work done for that and some 
less, and some carried by parties who have no interest in the 
child as a parent or guardian, simply for the money there was in 
it. 

We feel that our schools have continued there onward, up- 
ward course to higher, better days, during the year past, and 
that they will compare favorably with the schools in the towns 
around us. A gentleman, a teacher with fifty years experience 
and who keeps abreast with modern methods, said to the wri- 
ter, “You have just as good schools as they have in Milford or 
Nashua as far as you carry the pupil.” We don’t claim to have 
reached the summit of excellence, which when attained leaves 
no more worlds to conquer, when effort ceases, but rather strive 
to make better best, keep the wheels a moving, and make good 
honest, courteous, intelligent men and women of the boys and 
girls who graduate from the schools of Wilton. 

We found the primary school so crowded at the beginning of 
the summer term that it was decided to divide it and make a 
third primary. Three dozen small chairs and some tables were 
bought, but we find it will be necessary to have the room occu- 
pied by the lst Primary fitted with desks, and as those now occu- 
pied by the Intermediate school are too small for that grade, 
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that this room be furnished with desks of a suitable size for the 
Intermediate school and that the three primary schools be rear- 
ranged in the lower rooms. ‘To make this change and to place 
proper furniture in this room, the Board would ask for an ap- 
propriation of $200. and $5.000. together with the literary fund 
for the support of schools the ensuing year. 

We think we voice the sentiments of the teachers, the pupils 
and the Board as we extend a cordial “thank you” to all who 
have extended a helping hand, a word of encouragement and a 
presence at the entertainments and graduating exercises of our 
schools.
